Pour on 
to the lemon juice and sugar, and allow 
to become almost cold.

REVIVAL IN FILET WORK. 


N the Continent there has been a great 
revival of filet work. All along the 
coast of Genoa, in Bohemia, Venice, and 

in Germany, the old patterns known to the 
peasants have n tesuscifated, and the 
craftswomen in these places have produced, in 
filet brodé, the pictures of quaint, symbolical, 
and al beasts which are peculiar to the 
work. the larger cities on the Continent 
the work in its more elaborate form is much 
sought after. 

In Paris, for some time now, it has been 
used for curtains and brise-bise. It is im- 
ported in large A agen cone by the Parisian 
shopk rs for this purpose. 

w hile ¢ on view in the better-class shops in 

London curtains with insets of filet are not 
seen so often in London houses as in Paris. 
I think that the revival is partly, due to 
the fact that the craft was taught to many 
disabled men during, and just after, the war 
by a few experts, and as a result its beauty 
has become better known, and a great many 
women are now taking up this work in 1 their 
leisure moments 

Long borders, oblongs, and squares are the

the work as a mae and these are ‘used for 
large tablecloths of fine linen, which. are 
further trimmed with broderie ‘anglaise.

Simple designs can easily be evolved by an 
amateur from the patterns of filet crochet, 
but for the more elaborate designs a study 
of old patterns, old pieces of work, or of 
books dealing with the subject is advisable. 

In the South Kensington Museum some fine 
specimens of old filet work are to be seen, 
and are worth a close study. 

Squares or oblongs of filet work can always 
be bought as patterns, a regular and varied 
supply being available at most of the larger 
Bho The work from vag ! will be found 
l more delicate in design than that coming from 
F landers. 

There are all sorts of curious pattern books 
of cutwork and filet work to be seen, and some 
of them are most interesting. There is one 
dating. back” so far as 1004, by Job 
Sibmacher.

Some of. the soldiers re- 
mained to render assistance pending the arri- 
val of the Brigade, and with the Guards and 
a, large number of the local people. they re- 
moved furniture from the Courthouse; as it 
was feared that it, too, would become in- 
volved in the fire. 

It was 7.57 o'clock when the Fire Brigade 
was summoned, and, under the command of 
Captain White, it left at once for Dundrum, 
but the fire by this time had got a complete 
hold of the bartack building. The roof had 
fallen in, and all that the Brigade could do 
was to keep the flames from spreading. With- 
in an hour and a half afterwards the fire had 
been pat out.

Village Life. 


There is much superstifion in rural Japan, 

d the priests have wreat influence in the 
llages. There are akso nuimerous sects of 
Budhist monks and nyins, who are highly 
eveved. In one village a dispute arose daily 
or the bath-water of a nun of approved 
anctity; for this fluid was considered highly 
eficacious in curing dimeases, when inbibed 
or applied externally. Parenthetically, it is 
remarking on tho cleanliness of the 
Japanese, who all bathe daily, for the most 
art in hot open-air baths 

A Japanese village im is not the acme 
of comfort to a foreigner, particularly during 
the winter. The inn has been built with a 
view to coolness in summer, md apparently 
coolness in winter. There are, of course, no 
stoves, and the smoke from the charcoal 
yauier gives you a severe headache. Every- 
body squats on the hard floor, and you, being 
a foreigner, look for some post to lean against, 
with a couple of cushions under your super- 
incumbent mass. 

For supper you are served with rice, the 
staple diet, and green tea, with possibly a 
chicken that has succumbed to a fatal malady. 
If you feel tired now, your bed is brought to 
vou in the form of two thick mattresses, one 
fo spread on the floor, and the other to cover 
ourself with. For pillow you have a wooden 
neck-resi like an execntioner’s block. The 
bed is distinctly cool, for the upper mattress 


»is almost as stiff as a board. If you desire 


warinth you must sleep in your clothes, or 
take a fire to bed with you. This is done by 
placing a hofatsu, a kind of cage-frame, be- 
tween the mattresses, and within it a. brazier 
of charcoal, if you are prepared to risk 
asph yxiatiou. 


A Social Visit. 


Jt is extremely difficult for a foreigner to 
penetrate into the real home-life of a Japanese, 
but we can at any rate see its surface by 
paying him a visit. ‘The house is two storeys 
high, and stands well back in a garden artisti- 
cally plented with trees’ that overlook calm 
water-ponds. If it is May, the garden will be 
profuse with delicate colour,, and the far. 
famed cherry trees of Nippon full in bloem. 

Our host advances and greets us with a low 
obeisence. He conducts us to his beantiful 
iittle house, apologising the while for it® mean- 
neas. We are now introduced to his “disgraceful 
and abominable old woman ”' (wife), in whose 
existence we must politely deign to acquiesce. 
Having entered the reception-room, which is 
very vare of furniture and delightfally cool, 
we sguat on the floor, and are handed tiny 
cups of green tea from the trays at our side. 

Our friends are of the upper cless, and, 
therefore, of a light brownish-yellow com- 
plexion, being much fairer than the lower 
classes, who have in them some strain of the 
aboriginal Ainus still found surviving in con- 
siderable nambers-on the island of Yezo. 

They are all wearing the native dress, of 
which the silk /imono is the most eonspicuous 
art. The, ladies are also wearing the obi, a 
belt a foot wide, which is wound round the 
body over the himono.~ Their hair has had the 
most careful attention of the hairdresser, who 
is indispensable to all classes in Japan. The 
substitution of a neck-support for the pillow 
is said to have originated from the fear of dis- 
arranging the hair, which is kept in place by 


oil and unguents. 
The Women of Japan. 


Only in recent times has the emancipation 
of Japanese women — Marriage was her 
only destiny and her highest aspiration. The 
vast majority of the women are educated to 
complete docility to the men, and are tan bt, 
in their own words, ‘‘to looke upon - their 
husbands as heaven.” This is more espe- 
cially true of the upper classes. Women 
of the lower classes have more freedom, and 
often share the task of bread-winning with 
their husbands. In the silk and tea-growmg 
district women have a good deal of power, 
for their labour is very valuable. Even in 
the cities some women are now being em- 
ployed in facteries, banks, and telephone ex- 
changes, as in Europe. The Russo-Japanese 
War benefited the women of Japan, by 
creating a demand for their labour, thus m- 
creasing their freedom. 

Sy Po status of Japanee women is one 
reason for the flourishing of the geisha, oF 
dancing girls. A Japanese likes his wife to 
be docile and silent, and does not complain 
of her inability to amuse him; he has the 
geisha for this side of his existence. She 
plays, sings, and dances for him, both at 
home and in the theatre. Many of these 
geisha, their faces touched with rice powder, 
and a dash of scarlet on their lower lip, 
ate extremely pretty and attractive. Only to 
the foreigner does it appear incongruous to see 
them frequently take out their pipes and 
smoke, 

A symptom of Japan's progress is that 
the emancipation of her women has begun. 
Whether the Land of the Rising Sun is to be 
a blessing or a menace to ths world will 
lie greatly in their power, for they are no 
whit behind the men in patriotic fervour.

After 5,000 \ ears— [he Fascination of the Sphinx,

of Ghizeh were contemporaneous with 

Abraham, and so they were; but they 
existed long before him, tor it is estimated 
that when he first went down to Egypt, these 
Pyramids were then venerable monuments, 
over 1,000 years old. 

The Hebrew Patriarch had to be content 
with the cave of Machpelah, no such royal 
sepulchre awaited his bones! 

When one realises the object which the 
Pyramid-builders had m view, the grandeur 
ol the design becomes apparent. 

As is generally known, the encient 
Egyptians had a profound beliei in the sur- 
vival of man’s soul after death; followed at 
some remote period by a. Resurrection, when 
the soul would return again and re-inhabit 
the body, but this, “ consummation devontly 
to be wished,” was conditional upon the pre 
servation of the body from decay during the 
long intervening period ; hence the great care 
stowed by the ancient Egyptians in embaim- 

ig the bodies, and hence also arose the 
necessity of providing a tomb that would last 
until the final Reunion took place. 

With this ob in view, it would be 
dificult to conceive any structures better cal- 

ated to serve the pu than the 
vramids, constructed as they were in a 
desert, remote from all disturbing influences, 
on a foundation of solid rock, shaped in a 
scometrical form, unique of its kind, with 
‘our equilatera] sides ee square to the 

ir winds of beaven, built of enormous 
blocks of stone firmly welded together, of 
‘mmense thickness at the base and, save for 
a comparatively insignificant cavity in the 
centre, were eeeny, a solid mass of 
masonry throughout. ime and experience 
have abundantly vindicated the wisdom and 
sill of the early builders. 


The Fight with Time. 


All things dread Time,” says an Arab 
proverb: but Time dreads the Pyramids, for 
they have successfully resisted the fury of the 
elements for over. 5, years, and remain to- 
day onscathed. 

Will our modern temples and cathedrals stand 
the same stern test? 5,000 years hence how 
much of St. Peter's, Rome, or of Westminster 
Abbey will be standing! Im the year A.D. 
6923 will there be a fragment of the ruins of 
St. Paul's left for Macaulay’s New Zealander 
to sketch’ 

In that far off time I will wager the Pyra- 
midg of Ghizeh to outlast them all, even 
although handicapped with a previous age of 
5,000 years. 

‘Generations have come and gone, dynas- 
ties have risen like stars, and like stars have 
sunk below the horizon, the arts and sciences 
of Egypt have transferred their glories to 
Western empires, but still, on the edge of 
the broad and dreary desert, and still looking 
vut on the “blown valley” of the Nile, are 
vecurely seated these giants of the unknown 
time, as if to mock the men, and things, 
and littleners of to-day. 


The Sphinx. 


IT resumed my ride past the second and 
third Pyramids, built by two early Pharaohs, 
Chephren, and Myeecrinus, both of the second 
dynasty, who reigned in Egypt over 6,000 

ears ago; I then descended a depression in 
the desert, and in a hollow below me I saw, 
rising majestically out of the sand, the huge 
outline of the cynosure of all sgol 
travellers—the Sphinsx—the back oí the 
monster head was turned towards me, covered 
with an enormous head-dress, resembling a 
judge’s wig. 

I soon rode down, and halted in front, of 
the great stony countenance, with that weird, 
unutterable expression, so often described, and 
j resenting the same old-world riddle that has 
never yet been read. 

The time-worn face was much battered, the 
08 was entirely broken off (believed to 
the result of savage vandalism), but the rest 
of the expressive features, the massive fore- 
head, the sad, earnest eyes, and the mouth 
and chin were in wonderful ' preservation. 

In the whole world, perhaps, there is no 
epectacle so awe-inspiring, so y impres- 
sive, as what Dean calle “ the 
Sphinx of sphinxes.”’ 

. The setting which surrounds the majestic 
gure greatly enhances its grandeur. Behind 
I, looms the vast outline of Chephren’s 
pyramid, while eli around the white sands 
uí the desert aurge in endless monotony.

Sct Gus haa said that the Pyramids 


serving to impart a lonely majesty to the 
great iece that lifts itself on high, ae if it 
were a Genii or ménster from the lower 
world that suddenly raised its awful 
form from out the ocean of and 
to communicate some profonnd lesson 
by way of parable or rebuke to mankind, and 
then became rigidly fixed for all time. in the 
same stately attitude that it assumed on its 
first uprising. 

With the body of a lion and the head of 
man, the Sphinx is supposed to symbolise 
strength and intellect. ) 

Its precise age has never beea accurately 
determined, but it is certainly much older 
than the Pyramids, for an inscription has 
been discovered stating that some repairs to 
the great Figure were made in the time of 
Cheops, the builder of the Great Pyramid, 
which proves that it’ must have: been in 
existence before that pyramid was built, and 
if it then needed repair it is reasonable to 
suppose that it must have been of conaider- 
able antiquity. : 


10,000 Years Old. 


This would probably throw back the origin 
of the Sphinx to pre-dynastic times, to a re- 
mote period long prior to the reign of 
Menes, the aaa) recorded King of Egypt, and 
approximately fix its age at thin i 
7,000 to 10, years. oer 

How scverely indifferent to time and cir- 
cumstance this lonely sentinel over the toml s 
of great kings has proved’ Centuries have 
rolled over its head; war and pestilence have 
fime and again devasted the land, but its 
og an eee peter have relaxed. Its 
vigil 18 never broken. Jt never slee Da 
and xzight those observant eyes “mó mee 
7. sternity seems stamped on ite visage. 
If ever one was justified in endowing an 
inanimate object with life, it would be the 
Sphniz; its great stony face seems so in- 

ly human. It has seen so much of all 
the ages, and could tell so much of all it has 
witnessed, that in the Day of Judgment one 
could almost fancy the Sphnix appearing as 
the leading witness for the prosecution ! 

An eminent writer has said :— 

_ “The Sphinx is grand in ite loneliness; it 
1s imposing in its magnitude; it is impressive 
in the mystery that hangs over its story. 

“ All who know the pathos there is in 
memories of days that are accomplished, and 
faces that have vanished, albeit only a 
trifling score of years gone “by, will have 
some appreciation of the pathos that dwells 
in those grave eyes that tooke ao steadfastly 
back upon the things they knew before His- 
tory was born—before ‘Tradition had being— 
things that were, and forms that moved in 
& vague era which even Poetry and Romance 
scarce know af, and passéd one by one away, 
and left the stony dreamer solitar , in the 
midst of a strange new age, and uncom- 
prehended scenes,’

The Value of Enthusiasm.

HE United States Golfing Association 

I has decided this year to sed the 

Walker Cup across the herring pond in 
care of a team, whose business it will be t 
bring it back with them. Thus we are 
assured of another challenge to the supre- 
macy of British golf, as the golfing specialist 
on the English Press puts it when writing of 
these pending invasions by the golfers from 
the land of the almighty dollar. The Amer- 
cans will thus kill two birds with the one 
stone, for they will be able to compete for 
the British championships, and at the same 
time ‘sustain interest in the Walker Cup 
“International,” which threatens to; fizzle 
out so far as British golfers are concerted. 

On last year’s trip to the States by the 
British team there is a deficit of «imost 
£300 to be met, and, needless to say, the 
R. and A., under whose auspices tae British 
team went out, will be slow to organise 
anotaer party to compete for the Walker 
trophy in the United States. Hence the 
Americans, with their wonted generosity, are 
about to. oblige us by’ bringing the 
Cup with them, and giving the British team 
an opportunity for fighting for it on their own 
dunghill. 

Probably enough. the Americans will 
achieve their two-fold object. which will be 
to administer another set-back to our golfing 
“supremacy.” but should they do sv, we 
shail not go into mourning or lose heart. Some 
day the Teck will change, but even «houid 
our championships .be wrested from wus by 
Uncle Sam, year in year out tt will not pre- 
vent the British golfer from playing his game, 
in the British sporteman’s way, or lead to a 
slackening of interest in a game to vhich 
Britons have been devoted for centuries, and 
which owes its. remarkable popularity in the 
States to those British pioneers. 

Some people, however, have rather peculiar 
notions. regarding the type of American 
golfers which the U.S.G.A. sends over 
annually to compete in the British Champion- 
ships. They are mistaken wher they ciaas 
these golfers with the average American 
tourist, who ‘‘throws his weight about’’ so 
much whereever he goes. I have not 
had the pleasure of meeting any of them, or of 
seeing them play in the hg tournaments, but 
I was once assured by Captain Carter, long 
before he thought: of going to America, that 
in some respects other than their golfing skill, 

ey were superior to the average British 
golfen who had made a name for himself. 
Their good sportsmanship, he told me, coultl 
not be excelled,, and as for arrogance or 
pomposity it “was singularly lacking in the 
many ‘American’ he had met and played with 
on the links. 

The. remarkable thing about the Amevican 
golfers: who have been compiling golfing his- 
tory in the States is that they made their 
brilliant reputations in so short a time. Mosi 
of the leading British amateurs have been 
playing golf from almost their childhood, but 
the first American to win the British Amateur 
Chanpionship, Mr. Walter Travia, did not 
play a gaine of golf until October, 1896. Yet 
in 1900 he was American Amateur Champion. 
In 1901 he retained the title, which he lost the 
following year, to regain it in 1903; while 
twelve months later at Sandwich he startled 
British golfers by defeating Mr. Edward 
Blackwell in the final of the British Amateur 
Championship. And those other Americans 
who have in the interval achieved notable 
golfing distinction in their own country and on 
the English and Scottish links jumped into 
prominence in the brief space of a few years. 

Mr. H. Chandler Egan, for instance, had been 
playing only eight years when he had won 
two American championships, those ol 
and 1905, while Mr. George 8. Lyon, 
Canadisn champion of 1898, 1900, 1905, J 
and 1906. and Olympic” champion of 1904, 
tells ve that his first experience of gol! was 
in the fall of 1895, and that it was oxly in 
1896, two years before he wor, his first 
championship, that he took up the game 
quite enthusiastically. 

In searching for the reason of the wonder- 
ful advance made by golf in America and 
by her golfers, one need not go very ‘far— 
it is found in that one word, “enthusiactic- 
ally.”’ The Americans infuse -cnthusiasm 
into the game. The phliegmatic Britisher 
does not, and therein ‘lies the secret of ‘the 
present-day supremacy of the Yankee over 
the Britisher in the game of golf. I have 


been reading the’ biographies of some of these’ 


American golfers, written “by, themselves, 
and have been. impressed by. the , constant 
reiteration of the words “enthusiasm an 
** enthusiastic.’ é 
Mr. Travis tells us that, from the very ‘iirst 
he became ‘‘an infatuated and enthusiastic 
devotee,” that he endeavoured on every 
available opportunity to wr into practice 
the various strokes descr in the works 
of Badminton, Park, and al the 
other authorities he could seize upon: yet 
some people say you cannot learn golf from 
ks. y ó 
When Mr.. Travis provirled the sensation 
of the 1904° British | EN An Championship 
his success was ascribed, not ;so much to his 
play through the green, as jo his wonderful 
putting, But, like Mr. \Blackwell,, in the 
earlv stages of the latter's golfing education, 
he devoted little or no time to the science 
of putting. As he says, spéaking of his study 
of the golf books, “otherwise, unaided, I 
worked away encouraged’ by ‘gradual im- 
provement, save in the matter of SA I 
was too much concerned twith jwhat I then 
conceived to be |the: more) egseratial elements 
—driving and roaching—to' devote any 
close study to such a trivial and unimportant 
thing as putting, and it wag, nots until. three or 
four years later that ‘I‘managed to acquire 
any real grasp of this vitally {important art.” - 
Mr. Blackwell lost that Amsfeur Champion- 
ship. of 1904. at Sandwich, hecause' he was 
not able>to. putt with the dame deadly. ac- 
euracy as the American.» | He afterwards 
deplored the fact that. in "leárning the game 
he devoted too much ‘time in. striving after 
the long wooden clab ,ghoth;, and that he 
had made a mistake in‘not Jearning to putt.

southern shorea, where life can be maintained 
in less stringent ‘conditions. 


Redwing. 


But at times even our own uplands are 
gripped with. i foste, and then we may “see 
the pretty litths, redwings pecking vigorously 
in the lowlanh«{ meadows. They are the 
smallest of the.family, and can easily be 
distinguished sv. the red on their fanks and 
the pale stripes above their eyes. When they 
first arrive, alput @ctober, they are wild and 
warty and difficult to approach, but as the 
weeks go by. they become very tame and pay 
little attentwwm to the passer-by. i 

Very. often. thev join forces with the star- 
linga, and a} cheerfai company they all make, 
twittering tnd pegging away at the grass 
tufts. When hard weether lasts for more 
than a fejw days, and. the blackbirds, and 
mistle thruishes have eaten al! the haws, then 
it goes hard with the poor redwings; many 
a time hey delay their flight south till 
they are tao weak with starvation to fly. and 
60 perish. 


The Fieliléare. 


The ¥ feldfare is aiso. a. visitor from 
Scanding.viz, bub a much Jarger bird than the 
rédwing. “It can be known by its grey head. 
and récidish brown back, Like its cousin, itt 
is “gregmrious. About the Bray and county- 
border district I have found the redwing more 
numerous than the fieldfare; but on Bray 
Head they are irequent, and last spring there 
was great company collected together, 
eviderstly considering the question of migra 
tion. ‘They are wild creatures, and difficnit 
to obs f@rve closely without the aid of glasses. 
They prefer tne upland open districts “more 
than the redwing, which haunts the Verried 
hedges of the meadow lands. Round the 
Scalp district on most days in winter small 
flocks oí redwings are to be seen, byt only an 
occasi bnal fieldfare. 


Blac thirds. 


Our old friend the blackbird is the 
comn jonest of the thrush iamily in Ireland, 
and he and his wife are always with us, 
cheering the dusk of winter evenings with 
their loud calls as they daft about the lawns 
and bushes. They are very jealous of their 
territ prial rights, and will savagely chase out 
an ihtruder. In autumn, at times, quite 
sudd:tnly the hedges and gardens will be alive 
with : blackbirds on ‘some. local migration, 
whic h have stopped for a day or two to feed. 

Aet a rule blackbirds in winter with us 
seem ‘to be in proportion of four or five to one 
song: Lhrush. The latter, like the blackbirds, 
are vrith us ail ,the year, though also subject 
to lcgal migration. Blackbirds sing com- 
parat.Wwely seldom in winter. This winter, in 
Novernber, the song-thrushes sang almost 
evety: day, and at al hours, from 
dawn | to dark, making the woods 
ring with their sweet noter. But not until 
the wit'mer*days of spring will we hear their 
purest; and most beautiful tones. The Black- 
bird has more notes than the Thrush, but I 
do nist think he can beat the full melodious 
flute; of the latter in full song. 


The ‘ Mistle- Thrash. 

The largest and bandsomes: of them ail is 
the 7 listle-Thrush, and right loyally he lords 
it} otver:the smaller birds. In early spring, 
some times during a storm, when the rain is 
pouting through the bare branches of the 
bee¥:h. trees, and soaking the chilly dead 
léayes beneath, the Mistle-Thrush will swing 
on, some topmost twig, pouring out a perfect 
storm of song, a challenge to the fierce wind 
thjat dares to rock his perch. Even at that 
great height his grey coat, with the sharp dark 
siveckles on his i ack and rump, can clearly 
be seen as his valiant throat palpitates with 
fhis ‘wild and beautiful song. 

, He will select the finest thorn for himseli, 
and ruthlessly chase away every other bird 
that endeavours to share the feast with him. 
The Mistle-Thrush’s nest is a clumsy affair of 
hay and moss, generally in an exposed posi- 
tion in the branch of an apple tree or in the 
fork of an overgrown laurel. When his mate 
is sitting he will perch in a neighbouring 
tree, when he can keep his eye on her, but 
never’a note of song’ does this anxious one 
utter while she site, so has love tamed his 
wild son]. Just as well, perhaps, for he at- 
tracts attention nearly a mile away when in 
good voice. 


Sammer Visitors. 


Aither of the family less well known 
to the ordinary rambler is the Ring- 
Ousel, and.you will not find him with 
us at this: time of the year, for, un- 
like the . Redwing. and Fieldiare. these 
birds are summer visitors, and do not return 
to our shores till April, leaving again for 
more southern climes about tember. 
They resemble Blackbirds in appcarance, but 
have broad white bands upon their throats, 
which easily distinguish them. 


White's Thrush. 


One other very rare member of the family, 
White’s Thrush, has occurred a few times in 
Ireland. . It is said somewhat to resemble a 
young Mistle-Thrush, yellowish above and 
white beneath. But, even without this ex- 
tremely rafe Visitor, it wili be seen that we 
are rich in,members of this handsome group 


“of birds. : The. Mistle-Thrush is, indeed, a 


late comer to us, and appears to have been 
unknown in Ireland before the last century, 
Happily, it is common eno now, and wére 
it to disappear there is hardly a winter bird

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THE IRISH ‘OFFICERS’ 
TRAININ G CORPS, 
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Their Di sbandment. 


(BY MAJOR-GENER. AL SIR JOHN MOORE,

HE announcemen ; of the disbandment of 
ae the Irish conti igents of the Officers’ 

Training Corps, consequent. on the crea- 
tion of the Irish Frec) State, will carry with 
it the deep regret «+f all who have been 
associated with them :ind who are, therefore. 
in a position to appreciate the actual and 
potential value of: such units. As one who 
shared in the iacepttion of the first Veterinary 
Contingent, Officers’ Training Corps—-viz.. the 
Royal Veterinary Ce llege of Ireland continzent 
—I feel that I cannot see it puffer tctal 
extinction without. expressing a high tribute 
of praise of the ust, and at the same time 
to ofier a plea thal, it will be revived at no 
distant date under the new order of Govern- 
ment in Ireland. 

In a country where animal husbandry 
counts for so much, and where one of our 
largest veterinary educational colleges exists 
with good practical training of young men 
for service under ‘the Crown as well as in 
civil life, it was ¢juite in Weeping with the 
limes that a veteri nary. contingent should be 
established in cormection with the coilege. 
This was carried into effect in 1912 by the 
late Principal Myjttam and the Professors 


of the College as’ officats of the contingent, | 


and the respons irom the students was 
whole-hearted. As the Chief Army Ad- 
ministrative Veterimary Officer of the 


Irish Command gt t'ae time. and a Governor ' 


of the College dvring my administrative 
period in Ireland, my interest in the con- 
tingent was acéivé, and so far as the official 
raison dd’ étre of the contingent W ae concerned 
—wviz., the creazion ‘of a Reserve of Officers 
as fait with nailitary veterinary professional 
provedure—t/he means quite justified the ends, 
as the Great War conclusively proved. 

Army ve%erinary service was umperfectly 
known to the public before 1914, but the 
Grea. War gave ii the opportungty it desired, 
and from every point of view—professienally, 
economically, and in matters of organisation 
and conmmand—it proved its merits to the hilt. 
It need not be laboured that the training’ 
which the young men of veterinary contin- 
gents received hefitted them to under- 
take the duties of officers in 
astonishingly rapid manner, and as Director 
of Veterinary Services in the British Ex. 
peditionary Force in France, Í can vouch fir 
the efliciency and sterling good work prrr- 
formed by the young officers who had bejen 
cadeta of the V eterinary Contingent of ltre- 
land. 

Speaking generally, however, there are 
other aspects of the Officers’ Training C orps 
movement which far eclipse the primary: ob- 
ject ior which it was entertained, and J. beg 
most earnestly thet im the future Go vern- 
ment of Ireland these aspects will weigh in 
favour of a revival of the movement when 
the present unhappy state of afiairs; has 
cleared, and opportunity ig ripe. 

Masiers of schools and colleges aid the 
stafis oi wmniversities appreciate the situa- 
tion at a higher value than the mere out- 
put of young men trained in ‘military 
duties. The movement is an 
easy aid to that ¢ fiscipline 
and restraint which must be exerted at times 
by teachers, it also ay peals to the bagher in- 
stincts of youth Habits of punctuality, self- 
respect, self-discipline, consideration for others, 
chivalry, and esprit de corps, are pro moted and 
fostered. Discipline, when it becomes a habit, 
forms character; esprit de corps generates 
loyalty and patriotism in a mation. The 
confidence inspired by words of command to 
each other in training is an asset of great 
value in intercourse between mien in after 
years. 

Altogether the movement is one which 
carries high ®onceptions of citizenship and 
een, and is a solid pillgr on which 
impire is Maintained. To my mind, there is 
no more powerful antidote to tihe poisonons 
doctrines of anarchy, and nothing is More 
calculated to make a young maw a credit to 
himself and to his country. 

As an elder in my profession, I feel it a 
moral duty to’ voung men entering it to en- 
courage all measures which will render them 
good and ‘true citizens: men aid gentlemen 
in tha true acceptation of such terms. t 
is also to be hoped that this Callege will re- 
main under the Charter of the Royal College 
of Veterinary Surgeons (the Central Govern- 
ing and Examining Corporates Body con- 
ferring the professional] degrees of 
M.R.C.V.S. and F.R.C.V.8.), and that 
graduates will continue to share in the ad- 
vantages of the field for Army and Colonial 
appointments, rather than be contraeted to 
the bare necessities of the Ivish Free State 
only.

HE ban to be placed by the Irish Go- 
| vernment on the organisation of sweep- 
stakes, which probably will commend 
itself to public opinion, may recall the impor- 
tant part played by: lotteries in the history of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and some instances 
of the effect of success or failure in the win- 
ning of lottery prizes in individual cases. 
Public lotteries were established in England 
in the seventeenth century, and, though more 
than once forbidden, they enabled the Govern- 
ment to raise money with so little unpopu- 
larity thas they were again and again

Addison's Lack. 


Addison, who was among the iamons 
literary men, including Baliour, ‘Trevelyan, 
and Birrell, who have filled the abolished 
office of Irish Secretary, wrote in 1711 to an 
Irish friend that ‘‘ last week 1 drew a prize 
of £1,000 in the lottery.’’ This letter was in 
the Departmental Correspondence in the Irish 
State Papers. I know not whether recent 
occurrences have affected its existence. 
Addison under the lottery system was thus 
‘the recipient of a sum of money at a; time 
when it must have been a considerable acqui- 
sition to his means. He did ‘not marry 
the Dowager Lady Warwick till 1716, when 


j that splendid or dismal union had the one 


redeeming feature of placing him in edsy.cir- 
cumstances. ts 

The profits to a Government resulting from 
State lotteries have.in some instances been 
well spent. Thus Westminster Bridge, which 
was begun in 1736, was built chiefly from the 
produce of lotteries, while in 1753 lotteries 
were established to purchase the Sloan collec- 
tion and the Harleian manuscripts, which 
were combined with the Cuttonian collection 
and deposited in Montagu House under the 
name of the British Museum. A few years 
afterwards the gambling passion was so Fud 
and so universal that when the Government o 
the day resolved to raise for military purposes 
a million sterling by way of lottery no less 
than £3,880,000 was at once subscribed, . 


The Craze in Ireland. 


In Ireland in the gleam of prosperity by 
which the fifteen years immediately succeed- 
ing the establishment of Grattan’s Parliament 
were signalised reductions in the National 
Debt were carried ont with the aid of a 
premium which was raised in the form of 
lotteries. 

The demoralisation resulting from State 
lotteries in Ireland is powerfully described in 
a little book first published in 1847, entitled 
‘‘Sketches of Ireland Sixty Years Ago.’” A 
copy of a first edition of this work will, I 
have been told, fetch a small fortune in the 
United States. It was published anonymoygsly. 
Its author was Mr. I. FE. Walsh, afterwards 
Master of the Rolls-in Ireland. Mr. Walsh 
wrote from information supplied to him by 
his father, who was for many years Vicar of 
Finglas, and was in some instances an eye- 
witness of the scenes depicted. Lotteries are 
denounced as vnwise and immorel devices 
for the raising’ of money, and as hot-beds for 
the growth of the passion of gambling in 
Dubhn. 

A mode of “insuring a ticket,” which was 
even still more prompt and exciting than the 
purchase of one, is thus described: An ad- 
venturer presented himself at the lottery office 
during the days of drawing and selected 
among the undrawn tickets a particular num- 
ber on which he “ insured’’—i.c., he laid a 
wager with the office-keeper that 1t would be 
drawn next day or some particular day, or 
would be a blank or a prize, as the case might 
be. The risk was in proportion to éhe number 
of undrawn tickets, but it was so managed 
that the odds were usually silver to gold; 
thus if five shillings were deposited and the 
insurer won he would get five guineas. 

Those bets were made so low as a shilling, 
so that 1t was within the reach of every person 
to try his fortune. Lucky and unlucky num- 
hers occupied the attention and filled the 
minds of the citizens with omens and visions 
i \ speculator walking the streets 
if he accidentally met an object he thought 
lucky would run darectly to the lottery office 
and insure some ticket indicated by it. When 
once the ins'trance- was effected it was not in 
the power cf the fascinated man to rest; aa 
long as his nambér remained in the wheel he 
went on increasing his premium while he had 
anything to pledge or sell. 


The Capel Street Hall. 


The lottery hall was in Capel street, which 
was every dav choked by the crowds of ad- 
venturers eager to hear their fate. The multi- 
tude of these unhappy beings and the anxiety 
and distractian they displayed were sometimes 
appalling. All industry was suspended; a 
number was to be insured at any risk; every 
faculty seemed absorbed in watching the 
chance of a number when procured. 

Success in a lottery has sometimes proved 
as disastrous as failure. I read the other day 
in an English newspaper under the attractive 
headings: ‘‘Spoilt by Good Fortune.” 
‘‘Prize Winner's ‘High Life’ while Family 
Received Parish Relief,’ the .story of a 
person in humble lie who drew the first prize 
in a sweepstake organised by Horatio Bot- 
tomley. This person on hearing that he had 
wou the first prize came up to London with a 
solicitor, insisted on getting the money, which 
was paid, despite Bottomley’s endeavour to 
induce him to accept part payment in shares 
of one of his companies, With the £5,000 he 
started to live “a high life,” which was only 
checked when he was sentenced to a month's 
hard labour for assaulting his wife. 

Addison was not the only literary celebrity 
who was a lottery prize winner. Mary Russell 
Mitford, the eminent novelist, won a lottery 
prize of £20,000 in 1797, when she was ten 
years old. She chose the number 2,224, be- 
cause its digits made~up the sum of her age. 
She has placéd on record the fact that the 
winning of the prize was anything but an 
advantage to her, and had the effect of in- 
creasing the extravagance of her spendthriit 
father, who sqaandered a fortune of £70,900. 

The tragedies associated with failure in 
winning lottery prizes are innumerable. The 
history of the City of Dublin supplies a well- 
authenticated instance. related in “Ireland 
Sixty Years Ago.” A poor blind creature 
used to beg in Sackville street and attracted 
the notice of passers-by from her silent and 
unobtrusive manner and cleanly appearance. 
She had a little basket with articles for sale 
covered with a net, and received more alms 
than an ordinary beggar. She dreamed of a 
number that was to make her fortune, and 
next day was led toa lottery office and insured 
it. It was not drawn, and she lost; but, con- 
vinced that it was to make her fortune, she 
still persevered in insuring it. Her little store 
was soon exhausted; she sold her clothes and 
pledged her basket, but her nurfiber still stuck 
in the wheel, and when she had nothing left 
she was obliged to desist. She still, however. 
inquired after the number, and found it had 
heen drdwn on the very day she ceased to 
insure it. She groped her way to the Royal 
Canal and threw herself into it, 


An Exceptional Case. 


In one instance in which the scene is laid 
in the City of Dublin the winning of a lottery 
prize—the exception almost proves the rule— 
was attended not with evil, but with good 
results. . Mr. Frank Thorpe Porter relates in 
his ““ Reminiscences of a Dublin Police 
Magistrate’’ that an extensive book-seller in 
Dublin had formed a connection with the 
house of Rish and Co. in Cornhill by which he 
was enabled to do a profitable business in 
bills in London among the Dublin merchants, 
and also to deal largely ir the tickets and 
shares of the State lotteries. ‘‘ One evening,” 
writes Mr. Porter, ‘“‘in the year 1794 my 
father had ¢ccasion to call on this gentleman 
and found him unusually dissatisfied. He said 
that Rish’s people had made a great mistake 
in sending him several whole lottery tickets 
instead of quarters, eighths, or sixteenths, and 
that these lottery tickets had been left on his 
hands, involving a loss of sixty pounds. 

“There wes not time to communicate with 
London before the drawing day, and, he could 
only warn them against committing a similar 
error ón the next occasion. Howéver, in about 
a week after my father ascertained that the 
mistake had eventuated in one of the tickets 
turning out a prize for twenty thousand 
pounds. Rish was no longer censured by the 
man whose wealth, previously considerable, 
had received a great and unexpected augmenta- 
tion.” 

Mr. Porter adds: “ The person to whom this 
narrative refers was not English, Irish, or 
Scotch. He was a Manaman who left his 
native island to seek in Dublin what he most 
completely found—a fortune, He died a 
member of Parliament for an Irish county.

The Joys of Winter 


to Adelboden this winter. In certain

We formed an exclusive “‘cercle’ 
of our own for the promotion of Alpine 
sports among Celts, but admitted into its 
ranks certain congenial spirits representative 
of the English, Scottish, and Dutch natrons. 
We, in fact, in the fullness of our hearts, 
elected a stout Yorkshireman—he scaled 16 
stone by the parish weighbridge—as our 
President, and never had a club a more 
genial, hearty, and impressive figurehead. 
Still, we Irish were the majority of 
the club. The jov of the Predominant 
Partner was ours—just for a fortnight,

| village snuggled, at an elevation of 4,400 feet, 
at the head of the valley of the Engstlgen, 
whose ultimate barrier is the great Misstmbel 
Mountain, 10,ouu feet high.

Accordingly the roll of the company 
was called, and all turned ovt. Fach brought 
his—or her—lunch, tidily parcelled by the 
hotel management, and in single file we moved 
forward to the attack upon the mountain. 
It was not the Wildstrubel, nor the Lohner. 
It was just a nameless eminence some iew 
miles away, from which a series of switch- 
back undulations extended right down to our 
hotel level. A thousand feet of a winding 
climb gave us a thousand feet through which 
to glide and whir! and tumble to onr hearts 
content. A wonderful prospect for a sunny 
alpine day.
